WITH PORTO RICO 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
23. 
Tho 
Presi- 
dent Issued 
his 
proclamation 
establish- 
ing free trado 
between 
Porto Itlco and 
the United 
States 
and declaring 
the 
or- 
ganization 
of a civil government 
for tho 
Island. 
The 
proclamation 
Is particularly 
formal and only In tho body of the reso- 
lutions adopted by the Torto Illcan 
Leg- 
islature, docs It appear that 
the Island 
Is set freo commercially 
today 
In 
of the planting of the Amer- 
ican flag on the Island. Tho proclamation 
headed 
"Cessation 
of 
Tariff 
Porto 
Rico." 
It recites that the act of April 
12, 
1S0 
(otherwise 
known as the Foraker 
act), 
provided that whenever the Porto Rlcan 
legislature 
has enacted 
and put Into a 
petition 
a system 
of local 
taxation 
to 
meet 
the needs of the Government 
and 
by 
resolution 
so 
notified 
tho 
President, 
the latter shall Issue a proclamation 
and 
all duties on goods passing 
between 
the 
United States and Porto Rico shall cease. 
As 
the Legislature 
has 
complied 
with 
the requirements 
of the act In terms set 
out In the resolutions 
which are quoted 
in full In the body of the resolution, 
the 
document 
says: 
"Therefore, 
I, William McKlnlcy, 
Pres- 
ident of the United 
States, 
In pursuance 
of the law above quoted and upon the 
foregoing 
due notification, 
do hereby 
Is- 
sue, 
this, 
my proclamation, 
,and 
do

clare and make known that a civil 
gov- 
ernment for Porto Rico has been organ- 
ized In accordance

In the Ju- 
diciary 
building.

The first case called was that of the 
Carniot estate, for which 
Mr. Schaefer 
entered 
an appearance.

return was $5,000. 
which was Increased 
by the assessor to 
$15,000. 
The appeal 
was made 
at 
J7.5O0. 
The 
appellant 
clalmeu that the land had never been 
assessed at more than $3,000, and since 
that time fire had destroyed the build- 
ing upon 
It. 
Mr. Pratt said that 
he

Honolulu 
physicians 
agree 
that 
tu- 
berculosis 
Is Increasing 
at a rapid rate 
among 
the 
people In the Hawaiian 
Isl 
ands. 
Tho greatest spread 
of the dread 
disease 
is among the natives, 
and 
tho 
majority 
of physicians 
who 
were 
Been 
by an Advertiser 
reporter yesterday at- 
tributed 
it to the mode and manner of 
living of tho natives, together 
with their 
changed 
conditions as brought 
about 
by 
advancing 
civilization. 
The 
records 
of 
tho Hoard 
of Health 
show an ever 
in- 
creasing percentage of deaths duo to con- 
sumption, 
almost 
wholly among 
tho 
na- 
tives. 
Of the first few days of the pres- 
ent 
month, 
two out of tho 
Ave deaths 
were attributed by tho attending physi- 
cians to tuberculosis. 
Another 
startling 
statement 
brought 
out by Inquiry among the physicians, 
was 
to the effect that Honolulu 
Is being used 
as u dumping 
ground 
for consumptives 
by tho Western 
States, 
some of which 
are already 
agitating legislation 
to 
pro- 
hibit the Inflow 
of afflicted persons 
who 
seek 
tho 
higher 
altitudes 
within 
them 
In their endeavor to stay the progress of 
the disease. 
Uelow aro given some of the Intervlows 
had 
with 
such 
physicians

Dr. W. H. Mays "I have been here but

of Incorrect 
behavior 
toward 
the women of the race, there was abso- 
lute quiet. 
Though there were 
1,500 
of 
the men of the colony present, the 
ut- 
most orderliness prevailed and the 
on- 
ly Interruption 
was when one excited 
man shouted, "We 
must 
appeal 
to 
Washington." 
There were few features to the meet- 
ing, except the appearance of Japanese 
speakers, 
who spoke 
In both the 
ver- 
nacular and In English, and the pretty 
effect 
produced by the decorations 
of 
the grounds. 
There were 
strings 
of 
lanterns, 
(lags 
of the nation and high 
lights, while the men, many in evening 
clothes, and the women 
In bi Ight colors, 
added 
to the 
plcturesqueness 
of 
the 
scene. 
The crowd was one which could 
be wrought to a high stale of excite- 
ment, 
and they often broke Into 
ap- 
plause upon the utterance 
of some 
sen-tlme- nt 
of honoring the women or unity 
of purpose which appealed to them. 
That Japan 
has 
new 
women 
was 
shown 
when two daughters 
of the soil 
made addresses, 
one 
in Jupanese 
and 
the other In Kngllsh. 
The closest 
at- 
tention was 
puld 
to the speakers 
and 
their points were often cheered to the 
echo. 
The meeting lasted until a late 
hour, 
as there 
were 
men present 
who 
had prepared an address and they must 
have the chance. 
Hut leaving out these 
features there was the deep underlying 
current of patriotism to the home coun- 
try, to Indicate that they would have a 
hard time who would meet the Japan-c- 
m 
when 
they had their deepest 
feel- 
ings aroused. 
The meeting was called to order by 
C. Bhlozawa, 
who Introduced the chair- 
man of the meeting, O. Oshada, 
agent 
of the Kel Hln Bank. 
Mr. Oshada was 
for many years member of the Japan- 
ese Parliament 
and was an Ideal 
pre- 
siding officer, taking part In 
all 
the 
events by Introducing the speakers 
in 
a word, 
which set the audience 
ap- 
plauding from the first 
Y. Soga 
was 
made the secretary, 
and at once 
the 
meeting was under way. 
The chair- 
man of the evening explained the pur- 
pose 
of the gathering and called 
upon 
T. Ishlkawa, 
who 
told 
of the Work of 
tfee 
Investigating 
committee. 
He 
wrought the crowd Into a frenzy of ap- 
plause when 
he told how 
the women 
rled far very shame when 
they were 
pabjected to the Indignity of the exam- 
ination, and asked it there should not 
be a protest. 
A. K. Ozawa made one of the best ad- 
dresses of the evening, speaking 
to the 
Mtdlence 
in English. 
He recited 
the 
events of the Incoming 
of the 
America 
Maru, 
and how 
the Japanese 
passen- 
ger) and officers 
of the ship had 
to 
stand examinations which were not re- 
quired of the Caucasians 
of the ship's 
company. 
He pleaded with the men to 
take the matter without' any heat, but 
admitted that 
the 
provocation 
was 
great 
Dr. 
Cofcr, 
he said, had tried 
his case in the newspapers, 
but 
the 
turn of the Japanese 
had come 
and 
they would give a public trial and le.te 
the matter to the hands of an unbias- 
ed public 
to decide 
He explained that 
Dr. Cofer was an officer of the Federal 
Government and that there 
would 
be 
no difficulty 
In making the case clear. 
He said that the duty of Dr. Cofer was 
to watch the health of the community 
and all should support him when there 
wa.s any chance, but if he got off 
the 
track, the duty of the people was 
to 
condemn 
him, which brought out shouts 
of applause and deteiminatlon. 
Speak- 
ing of the examination 
of the women 
of the party, he said that it was an 
In- 
sult not only to the women but to Jap- 
anese generally. 
He said that 
he 
be- 
lieved that the surgeon 
was an 
opin- 
ionated man, that he would 
not treat 
the people right, and that there must be 
a return to proper methods. 
He said 
that this could 
not be explained as a 
mistake, that 
any explanation 
from 
such a man must be viewed 
with sus- 
picion. 
He attributed 
the action of Dr.
